collection is delayed the less will be paid 

By deferring the new assessment until next year, 
the preliminaries can be got through with this year 
and 1934 collections started early in the new year 
It is highly desirable, from the standpoint of the 
taxpayer and that of the city alike, that the way 
should be thus cleared for spreading tax payments 
over the entire year in future. That, together with 
the urgency to start this year's collections as early
